COLUMBIA WANTS PANAMA 

Colon, Dec. 17.--Early in the morn- 
ing of Dee. 17 the Atlanta sigh 
2 small schooner in the Gulf uf Dar- 
jen and followered her to the west- 
ern shore, where the seliooner at- 
tempted to hide behind an island. 
Lieut. Perrijl, of the Atlanta, was 
ordered to board her, and thereupon 
a Whaleboat was lowered and pulled 
towards the schooner. Through the 
courtesy. of the naval officer, the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
acgompanied a party on the whale- 
poat. It was found that theschooner 
had on board a hundred armed Col- 
ombian soldiers, commanded by Gen- 
eral Rafea}] Novo, who «said General 
Danial Ortiz, commander-in-chief of 
the Colombian forces on the Atlantic 
and Pacific, had-a large camp a mile 
away on the mainland. Gen. Nove 
requested Lieut. Perrili to land and 
confer with Gen. Ortiz. Great 2xcite- 
ment. prevailed among the Colom- 
bians on the whaleboat’s approach. 
There were repeated cries of “Viva 
Colombia,” and there was a sudden 
conoentration ef abouc 150 Colcmbian 
soldiers on the beach. Gen. Ortiz ap- 
peared on the beach when Lieut. Per- 
rill went ashore, the whaleboat in the 
meantime lying elose to the beach. 
Gen. Ortiz msisted that Lieut. Perril) 
should fly the Colombian flag at the 
bow of the whaleboat or lowcr the 
American flag at. her stern, because 
she was in Colombian waters. Lieut. 
Perril) replied that he did not have 
aColombian flag and refused to lower 
the Stars and Stripes. Gen. Ortiz did: 
not insist upon his so doing, but he 
protested in writing against the pres- 
ence of Americans in Colombian wa- 
ters. Lieut. Perrill accepted the pro- 
test and conveyed it to Commander 
Turner, who handed it tc Rear-Ad- 
miral Coghlan on his arriva! here. ' 
General Ortiz did not permit Lieut. 
Perril) to leave the point of the beach 
where he landed. He was surrounded 
by Gen. Ortiz’s staff during the con- 
ference, while inland a few paces, and 
there was a semi-circle of armedjsen- 
tinals While Perril} was awaiting the 
Coloinbian protest Lieut. Manwarring 
(commanding the marine guard of the 
Atlanta) rewed up along the coast in 
a cutter, observing the Colombians’ 
camp. General Ortiz requested the 
Atlanta to leave. 

General Ortiz amd ethers freely ex- 
pressed the determimation of Colom- 
bia te fight to the bitter end in case 
Gen. Reye's visit to Washington is 
net successful and Panama is not re- 
turnee to Colombia.
